Three of the eight firms operat­ 
ing in Falls were on hand last 
night and also sat in with the 
supervisors and civic and political 
leaders during an hour-long ex­ 
ecutive session prior to the public 
meeting.

George Ault, president of the 
township Republican club, asked 
the board, if through its investi­ 
gation of the trash collection set­ 
up. it is satisfied that "there's no 
collusion." 
Board Chairman Milt Burkes 
said "I feel there’s no collusion." 
Supervisor Robert Arrowood's 
stand was "if the facts are true. 
I feel there's no collusion. I ac­ 
cept the facts given as being true, 
based on our investigation." 
Supervisor Edward Rowley, who 
had charged collusion among the 
collectors 
after complaints on 
rate hikes from residents, said

Bunche

and indicated United Na­ 
tions troops would drive on 
to Kolwesi and two other 
strongholds 
of 
Katanga 
President Moise Tshombe. 
U.N. forces were reported 
regrouping in Jadotville to 
resume the offensive. 
Bunche, U.N. undersecretary, 
flew in from New York and was 
met at the airport by U.N. civil­ 
ian chief for the Congo Robert 
K. Gardiner of Ghana. 
In a hand - written statement 
issued as he got off the plane, 
Bunche said the capture of Ja­ 
dotville Thursday had been "part 
of the plan" of the United Na­ 
tions to gain freedom of move­ 
ment in Katanga Province. 
He saki he hoped the same ob­ 
jectives would be achieved at 
"Kolwesi, Sakania and Dilolo." 
Rally lag Forces 
Tshombe was believed to be 
rallying his forces in Kolwesi. A 
spokesman for him in New York 
said the Katanga leader had told 
his people to prepare for "total 
war" against U.N. troops. 
Bunche s statement appeared to 
contradict previous reports that 
the U.N. forces had advanced on 
Jsdtoville in defiance of orders by 
Secretary General Thant. 
Bunche was sent to the Congo 
on what was officially described 
as a mission to investigate a "se­ 
rious breakdown in effective com- 
mipiications and coordination be­ 
tween U.N. headquarters and the 
Leopoldville office." 
The Belgian government said 
Friday night that Thant reported 
to Brussels that U.N. forces in 
Katanga had exceeded their in­ 
structions in taking Jadotville.

hearing in which Justice 
of the Peace John Melvin 
ruled that the Common­ 
wealth had established a 
prima facie case against 
the three. 
Bail of $1,500 each was 
continued by Melvin for 
action by the jury on three 
charges 
against 
e a c h 
school 
board 
member. 
Each is charged with vio­ 
lating 
the 
state 
school 
code in agreeing to accept 
bribe money from 
two 
'teachers, John O. Lysing- 
er and James Middles- 
warth, and conspiracy in 
violation 
of 
the 
school 
code. 
If indicted by the grand jury, 
the three would stand trial. 
Two Testify 
Two former board members, 
Louis A. Alimenti and Nicholas 
DeMara. testified for the Com­ 
monwealth 
during 
yesterday'! 
marathon hearing held in the Fall! 
Township municipal b u i l d i n g 
They bad been paroled from the 
Bucks County Prison on Dec. X 
after serving 29 days of 30 U 
365-day terms after pleading gull 
ty to bribery and extortion in Uh 
plot to sell elementary principal 
ships. 
Yesterday’s hearing, which was 
three minutes longer than the Aug. 
23 hearing before Justice of the 
Peace Leon Milnor involving all 
five school directors, was con­ 
stantly 
punctuated 
by 
sharp 
clashes between the defense and 
prosecution. 
It also brought to light—for the 
first time—names of the school 
district's insurance broker and a 
county detective as being con­ 
nected with the case. 
As for testimony against the 
defendants, statements by Ali­ 
menti and DeMara varied some­ 
what during the hearing. 
Alimenti displayed firm convic­ 
tion in telling the minor court that 
"we agreed that applicants should 
nay for the jobs and the money 
would be split equally." 
Not As Definite 
DeMara. however, wasn’t as 
definite. He testified that the five 
"has understood" that some sort 
of money would be gathered from 
the applicants, but that actual de­ 
tails of the plan had not been 
(Continued en Pogo 3.

The three charged Clark with

The 
district attorney was trying to 
make me say different. I was 
telling the truth." 
DeMara later said he had plead­ 
ed guilty on Nov. 26 on "advice 
of my counsel." 
Fitzcharles accused Clark of 
badgering" the witness, to which 
the assistant D.A. took issue. 
Greenberg joined in the objections 
and action became so heated that 
the court stenographer, LDttan 
Heimbach, yetted out "hey, hey," 
as rite couldn’t keep up the rapid 
pace.

At that point, sensors on tho 
spacecraft which kept its direc­ 
tional antenna beamed toward 
home could no longer see the 
earth, So Mariner 2, a 447-pound 
spacecraft that looks like a min­ 
iature oil derrick, sped to a per­ 
petual orbit around the sun today 
with its radio signals aimed the 
wrong way. 
Scientists had expected this to 
happen. 
Mariner 2 achieved the climax 
of its mission Dec. 14, when for 
half an hour it told mankind more 
than it ever knew about cloud- 
shrouded Venus. 
The spacecraft was launched 
Aug. 27, and it took 109 days of 
dramatic flight through space to 
reach a point 21,500 miles from 
Venus. 
At that moment, scientists on 
earth turned on special equipment 
aboard the craft to observe the 
mysterious planet. Among many 
other things, it reported that Ve­ 
nus apparently had no magnetic 
field observable from 21,500 miles. 
Other information, still being 
analyzed, is expected to reveal 
whether Venus is cool enough, and 
has enough water, to support life.
